Ten p er 
cent increase in all wages, recogni­ 
tion of the basic 8-hour day, a semi- 
check-oft system and recognition of 
collective bargaining, were the p ro­ 
p osals made by Governor Pinchot to 
anthracite cokl miners and op erators 
to a \ e r t the coal strike scheduled for 
Friday at midnight. 
The ten p er cent increase in wages, 
Governor 
Pirn hot 
said, 
would add 
aixty cents to the cost of a ton of 
domestic eize coal. 
Ten cents of this, 
he aaid “can . be and ought to be ab 
sorbed by the op erators.” 
The re 
aiutinder. 
Pinchot declared, can 
be 
taken out of ihe cost of transp orta­ 
tion' and distribution. 
Before calling the joint conference 
together Governor Pinchot asked the 
op erators’ and miners’ committees to 
withhold any rep lies concerning his 
p rop osition 
until 
Friday 
at 
noon, 
when 
both 
bodies have agreed to 
again meet him. 
The conference at which the p ro­ 
p osition. was p resented- was op en, 
mnd was attended by ^4 members of 
the scale committees of the three 
anthracite districts, scores of statin 
ticians, the followers of both the rain 
era 
and 
op erators 
and 
newsp ap er 
men. 
1 >uring the reading of the p rop osals 
by Governor Pinchot, the exp ression 
on the faces of the leaders of both 
sides failed to reveal any indication 
of how they were receiving the re­ 
p ort which has taken three days of 
conferences 
and 
investigation 
to 
make. 
The general 
irn'p reseibn of 
disinterested 
p arties 
was that the 
p rop osal strongly favored the miners. 
“ When 
p roduction 
is 
assured. ” 
Governor Pinchot said, “I intend to 
recommend constructive p lans that 
will, 1 am confident, p revent any p art 
of thia increase oi fifty cents a ton 
‘ going to the consumer. 
I believe the 
p rop osed settlement to be fair to all 
three p arties of this controversy. 
It 
1« fair to the miners, for it will no­ 
tably imp rove their conditio« as tq 
wages, hour« and recognition of the 
union. 
It Is fair to the op erators, 
for it leaves them in p osition to con­ 
tinue running their mines, and to do 
•o at a reasonable p rofit. 
It is fair 
to the p ublic, for the p ublic can bet­ 
ter afford to get anthracite at a slight 
increaae in p rice, if that can not be 
avoided, than not to get anthracite 
at all. 
In p articular, it leaves both 
miners and op erators far better off 
than either would be if the contention 
o f the other had been accep ted.” 
Governor Pinohot referred to the 
p rofits of the cool op erators during 
the p ast year. 
“In the last three 
months of 19>2i and the first three 
months of 19?S, their p rofits have 
been greater than ever before in theLr 
history." be declared. 
"But the ex­ 
tent to which these p roducing condi­ 
tion will continue no one can now 
p redict with confidence.” 
Suggesting that the anthracite eon- 
« Motion board be authorized by the 
Joint wage scale« committees to un­ 
dertake a comp lete revision of the 
wage rates within the year of the sug­

Governor 
Pinchot said: 
“The whole body of 
wage rates in the anthracite field is 
antiquated, 
hap hazard

combed with inequality.”

Adams w;ll serve out his term as 
chairman of the Rep ublican uational 
committee with the full sup p ort of 
President Cooiid&e. 
This information c ame from author­ 
itative quarters within the national 
committee, which have hud 
direct 
t 
contact with the p resident. 
It also 
confirmed rep orts that a well defined 
fight to oust Chairman Adams had 
develop ed. 
President Coolidge found this move­ 
ment actively under way when he 
took office. 
One of the first things 
he did, according to p arty 
leaders 
who have conferred with him, was to 
p ut his foot down lu ;ni\ on it, w ith 
the result that now the op p osition h a3 
about died out. 
The effort to get rid of Adams was 
initiated by world court advocates, 
who desired his removal because of 
his stand against the court p rop osal. 
Chairman Adams said he regarded 
any ether p osition as coming close 
to breaking faith with the p eop le, who 
gave the Rep ublican ticket a major­ 
ity of 7,000,tK)D in 1; 20 ou the league 
issue. 
Before Mr. Coolidge assumed the 
p residency and titular leadership of 
the p arty, the fight on Adams had 
reached the (p oint wnere his op p o­ 
nents were ready to make an op en 
move to sup p lant him at the Decem­ 
ber meeting of the national commit­ 
tee. 
They had their man p icked out. 
President Coolidge informed those 
heading the movement m at he would 
not p ermit the fight to go on. 
In line 
with his p olicy of retaining the Hard­ 
ing aides in the administration, he 
also p urp osed to keep the p arty ma­ 
chinery intact. 
it is p retty weH established, too, 
that Mir. Adams' friends on the com­ 
mittee were p rep ared for the fray 
The element op p o-d to foreign en­ 
tanglements is in control of the com 
inittee, and R would have taken un­ 
usual 
executive 
p ressure to shake 
these members frmu rheir sup p ort of 
the chairman. 
Chairman Adams’ « ^m runs untti 
after the next uational 
convention 
elects a new national committee. This 
will he next « unrnier. 
Whether he 
will stand for re-elettioa or can get 
another term if h* wants It dep end* 
entirely up on the p ersonnel of the 
new committe« . 
Mr. Adams is oqneluding his vaca­ 
tion in Michigan this week 
Monday 
he will go to New York to confer 
with Fred W. Up ham, treasurer of 
the nation« l committee, on hi» return 
from Europ e. 
From New York Chair­ 
man Adam» will come to Washington 
to get things in » bap e for actively

E X P E L L - D FROM FRANCE 


Italian Princess Alleged by Police 
to 
Have Cheated at Cards. 
Paris, Aug. 30.- The biggest society 
scandal that Europ e has known since 
the war burst, when the identity 
of 
the mysterious p erson exp elled from 
France on the charge of cheating at 
cards was revealed. 
He is Prince 
Antonio Pignatelli of the ducal house 
| of Terranuova. one of the highest 'of 
Sicilian noble« , and a leader in Ro­ 
man society. 
Pignatelli, the 
French 
p olice de­ 
clared, belonged to 
a gang of card 
sharp s, every member of which bore 
a distinguished Italian title. 
They 
belonged to the exclusive clubs in 
Rome and regularly fleeced the native 
aristocrats and wealthy foreigners. 
When things got too hot for him at 
home, the p olice .say, Pignatelli and 
his comp anions transferred their op ­ 
erations to Paris, where he “Joined 
forces with a certain well born Ameri­ 
can,” whose identity it. has been im­ 
p ossible to ascertain. 


Salvage Millions of Gold Bullion*. 
London. Aug. 30.—Commander Guy 
Damant. directing the treasure buat 
for the gold which was aboard the 
Laurentle when that *hip was torp e­ 
doed off the Ikmegal coa-t in 1217, 
has p ractically salvaged the whole of 
the millions of gol-d and silver bullio» 
which was lost.

They Never Lay a nd Should be Silenced 


With an Ax. 


When a hen crows silence her with 
an ax. 
Crowing hens never lay. 
So county 
agents, new to 
Ohio, 
were told when they came into a cull­ 
ing school at the Ohio State university 
the other day. 
A larger school was 
held last year and the year before, but 
ail the other county agents now know 
the fine points of culling and there is 
nothing new to add, poultry specialists 
say. 
Any farmer who wants to throw 
low producers from the 
flock before 
winter comes and feed gets high can 
learn how from his agricultural agent 
or perhaps 
from 
his neighbor. 
The 
rules of culling are simple and they 
have been spread .thoroly 
by culling 
demonstrations in nearly every Ohio 
county during the past three years. 
The question of crowing hens was 
raised by the agents, who have had 
queries on 
this score. 
The 
poultry 
specialists replied that 
about 
three 
per cent of Ohio hems turn to roosters 
as far as crowing goes and that, while 
such birds often are the best looking 
in the flock, they are absolutely un­ 
productive. 
They are sure 
to 
stop 
laying when they start crowing and 
then should be killed. 
More standard signs of low produc 
tion, observable in normal birds, are 
fatness, yellow shanks, early molting, 
contracted comb and wattles.

Precautions Said to Have Been Taken 
by the Government to Head Off an 
Alleged ^Seditious Movement In the 
Island Republic—Statem ent Attrib­ 
uted to Crowder 
Flouted a t th# 
State Department. 


Washington, Aug. 30.—-The state de­ 
part mein is without advices that a 
censorship had been established o* 
Cuban*American cable lines, as re­ 
ported in dispatches from Havana. 
Unofficial reports that 
this 
and 
other precautionary measures are be­ 
ing taken by the Zayas government 
to head of a seditious movement were 
not credited either by officials of the 
departm ent or by Cuban legation a t­ 
taches. 
The American embassy at H avana 
cabled to the state 
departm ent 
a 
translation of an article published in 
Havana quoting Mr. Crowder to the 
effect that the United States will sup­ 
port the existing Outran government 
rn event of revolution. 
The Crowder 
statement, the 
Havana article said, 
was made following a lengthy confer­ 
ence 
between 
Undersecretary 
of 
State Phillips, Dr. Arturo Padro, the 
I aba® charge d'affaires, and Crowder 
himself. 
A written assurance that no 
such implied threat of intervention 
had been made by Ambassador Crow­ 
der was handed to Dr. 
Padro by 
U ndersecretary Phillips when the Cu­ 
ban diplomat called at the state de­ 
partment. 
The movement of disaffected vet­ 
erans, which apparently has assumed 
an aspect threatening th* -stability of 
the present Cuban 
government, is 
headed by General Carlos Garcia Ve­ 
to*, Cuban m inister to Great Britain 
and son of the Generali Garcia of rev­ 
olutionary fame, who is in Cuba at 
present. 
These veterans, according to the 
official best posted on Cuban affairs 
in Washington, are demanding three 
things from President Zayas: 
First, 
tine total abolition of the lottery; sec­ 
ond. the defeat of the Taraia bill, and 
third, provis-ions for veterans’ pen­ 
sions and the care of orphans to be 
made in the Cuban budget. 
General Garcia Velos and hi# sup­

living in temperature frigid regions 
some stars never rise or set and some 
stars even appear to move eastward 
at times. 
It is owing to the rotation 
of the earth that stars have the ap­ 
pearance of moving westward In the 
sky. At the north and south poles the 
stars appear to move in concentric 
circles about a point directly overhead. 
Even in temperate latitudes some stars

home of Samuel L. Clemens (Mark 
Twain) In the closing years of his 
life, a picturesque villa on a ridge In 
flus town, was burned. The property 
was bought last December by Mrs. 
Margaret K. Givens* ol New York. 
In thLs home Mark Twain spent his 
last years, and as he had expressed 
it, experienced some of the deepest 
sorrows of his life, as well as some 
of his happiest days. Here his younger 
daughter Janet, met a tragic death, 
and here there was a burglary Which 
aroused widespread interest. 
Mr. Clemens lay ill in Stormfield for 
a long tim e, and from it ids body was 
b o r n e to its last resting place. 
The 
house contained IS rooms, with five 
bathrooms and a large loggia. 
It had 
its own lighting plant, water supply 
from springs and ice house.
